Death of Hen. Linton Steprens-. 

By intelligence received yesterday we are 
advised of the death of this distinguished 
citizen. The lengthened connection of Judge 
Stephens with the public affairs of Georgia 
will give to the anrsouncement of his death 
a mournful interest wherever it gocs through- 
out the State and in many distant places out- 
side. Judge Stephens was a native of Geor 
gia, by whose people he was often honored 
with places of trust and confidence. He was, 
wé are informed, born in 1822 or 1823, and 
was therefore in his 49 or 50th year. The 
writer hag some recollection of his early 
days, when as a gladsome, happy school boy 
he made all sunshine around bhim—with his 
merry, hearty, manly gambols and ringing 
laugh, 

His manhoou’s fruits were of that charac- 
_ter of which the early blossom of boyhood 
gave promise, brave, frank truthful, honest 
and candid; yet at the same time dis 
criminating and fair. He was one 

whose friendship was worth secking 
and whose opposition it was prudent to cal- 
culate the strength of before provoking it. 
Some time after eoming to the bar his 

county sent him to the Legislature, as now 
recollected, where he served one term 4s 
Senator.--He then moved to the county of 
Hancock, where he married the daughter of 
the late Hon. James Thomas, a lady of great 
personal attractions and many accomplish 

ments. With this lady he lived until her 
death, in great happiness, engaging actively 
in the practice of law and throwing all the 
fervency of earnest motive into his business 
mnt tGw the eective political struggles and 
controversies which existed previone to the | 
war. The death of this amiable lady left a 
terrible void in the heart and sentiments of 
his whole-souled and confiding nature,lezving | 
him for many months in an inactive, listless 
condition, entailing a settled gloom and 
melancholy from which it was almost im- 
possible to arouse him. It was a blow from 
which he never fully recovered. The good 

people of Hancock, by whom Judge Steph- 
ens was always much loved and honored, 
sent him to the Legislature as often as he 
desired to be their representative. 

It was during the first term of Governor 
Joseph E. Brown's administration Judge 
Stephens was placed upon the bench of the 
Supreme Court, where his decisions were 
marked by that nervous and penetrating as- 
tuteness for which his meutal habits were al- 
ways distinguished. An earnest inquirer after 
and a devoted lover of truth, he woed, witha 
fervent constancy, and. adhered to principle 
with a persistant firmness which gave great 
attraction to his opinions and the solid 
weight of conviction to bis arguments. 

Intellectually Judge Stephens was a large 
man, but little if any inferior to his more 
extensively known and more ambitious broth- 
er. He was all times an opponent whose meas- 
ure it was hard to take, and whose abilities 
were most keenly felt by the ablest with whom 
he came in contact. He was an honest man, 
and his mistakes, if any, were made in what 
he considered the stern pursuit of principle 
and‘an unben‘ing regard to the very right. 

Had he lived inthe times} of John Brad- 
shaw, he might have sat at the council board 
where a King was tried and ‘condemned, for 
he regarded crime as without rank and a 
criminal as the facts made him. 

Of his own native land, Georgia—his loved, 
his’honored State--his love was of a never 
doubting, a never hesitating kind, and 
whether in the right or in the wrong, where 
the ensign of her sovereighnty waved he was 
always near the staff which supported it. 

When Thomas W. Thomas made up a reg- 
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The following are the resolutions in fall 
adopted by the Liberal Republican National 
Convention at Cincinnati in May, and en- 
come by the Democratic Conventicn in 
duly: 

We, the Liberal Republicans of the United 
States, in National Convention assembled at 
Cincinnati, proclaim the following princi- 
ples aa essential to a just gevernment. 

First—We recognize the equality of all 
men before the law, and hold that it is the 
duty of the government, in its dealings with 
the people, to mete out equal and exact jus- 
tice toall; of whatever nativity, race color, 
persuasion, religious or political. 

Second—We pledge ourselves to maintain 
the union of these States, emancipation and 
enfranchisement, and to oppose any reopen- 
ing of the questions settled by the Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments of 
the Constitution. 

Third—We demand the immediate and 
absolute removal of all disabilities imposed 
on account of the rebellion, which was finally 
subdued seven years ago, believing that uni- 
versal amnesty wifl result in the complete 
pacification of all sections of the country. 

Fourth—Local self-government, with im- 
partial suffrage, will guard the rights of all 
citizens more securely than any centralized 
power. The public welfare requires the 
supremacy of the civil over the military 
authority, and the freedom of person under 
the protection of the habeas corpus. We 
demand for the individual the largest liberty 
consistent with public order, for the States 
self-government, and for the nation a return 
to the methods of peace and the conastitu- 
tiona! limitations of power. 

Fifth—The civil service of the government 
has become a giere ingtrument of partisan 

tyranny and personal ambition, and an object 
of selfish greed. It is ascandal and reproach 
upon our free institutions, and breeds a de- 
moralization dangerous to the perpetuity of 
republican government. We, therefore, re- 
gard a thorough reform of the civil service 
as one of the most pressing necessities of the 
hour; that honesty, capacity and fidelity con- 
stitute theonly vaiid claims to pabjic employ- 
ment: that the offices of the government 
cease to be a matter of arbitrary favoritism 
and patronage, and that public stations be- 
come again posts of honor, To this end itis 
imperatively required that no President shall 
be a candidate for re-election, 

Sixth—We demand a system of Federal 
taxation which shall not necessarily interfere 
with the industry of the people, and which 
shall provide means necessary to pay the ex- 
penses of the government, economically ad- 
ministered, pensions, the interest on the pub- 
lic debt, and a moderate reduction, annually, 
of the principal thereof, and recognizing that 
there are in our midst honest but irreconcila- 
ble differences of opinion with regard to the 
respective systems of protection and free 
trade, we remit discussion of the subject to 
the people in jheir Congressional districts, 
and to the decision of Copgress thereon, 
7 free of Executive influence or dicta- 

n. 

Seventh—The public credit, must be sa- 
credly maintained, and we denounce repudia- 
tion in every form and guise. 

Eighth—A my return to spcie payments 
is demanded alike by the highest considera- 
tions of cofedntecial morality and honest 
government. 

Ninth—We remember with gratitude the 
heroism and sacrifice of the soldiers and sail- 
ora of the republic, and no act of ours shall 
ever detract from their justly earned fame or 
the full reward of their patriotism. 

Tenth-We are op to all farther grants 
of lands to rail or other corporations. 
The public domain should be held sacred to 
actual settlers. 
Eleventh—We hold that it ie the duty of 
the government, in its iatercourse with for 
eign nations, to cultivate the friendship of 
peace by treating with all on fair and equal 
terms, regarding it aljke dishonorable cither 
to demand what is not right or to submit to 
what is wrong. 

Twelfth—For the promotion and success 
of these vital principles, and the support of 
the candidates nominated by this conven- 
tion, we invite and cordially welcome the co- 
operation of all patriotic citizens, without 
regard to previous political affiliation.

Mr. James and Bulieck’s Bonds. 


Editors Constitution: The writer has had 
an interview with Hon. Jno. H. James, in 
which he gave his views fully and freely on 
the bond question. 

What I say in this communication can be 
relied upon as the authorized expressions of 
Mr. James. I speak by the card Mr. 


James says that he ia in favor of the prompt 
and unequivocal repudiation of all the illegal 
bonds issued by Builock, whether State 
bonds or those indorsed in aid of certain 
railroads. Of the former class there are 
some few bonds, the proceeds of which went 
into the State Treasury and were applied to 
State uses. Such he is in favor of paying, 
of course. 

He think s that most, if nut all, of those 
bonds indorsed in aid of railroads, many of 
which are held by Henry Clews & Co., are 
fraudulent and void, and does not think that 
the State of Georgia is legally or morally 
bound to pay them. Some of them may 
possibly be good, but the State would ne- 
cessarily be a heavy loser in the attempt to 
siftthem. He is therefore in favor of repu- 
diating them and would say to the holders of 
these bonds, that they must look to the rai'- 
roads themselves for their pay. 

Let them force the roads into bankruptcy, 
sell them out to the highest bidder and ap- 
propriate the proceeds to the payment of 
their bonds. The State of Georgia will have 
nothing whatever to do with them. 

This policy would be not only just to the 
State, but would be better for those sections 
through which these roads run, as they would 
be purchazed at bankrupt sale by individuals, 
who would rapidly complete them and thus 
make them of valine. As it is now, they may 
never be finished. 

In short, Mr. James is in favor of putting 
these railroads just where the acts of the 
Legislatare leftthem. This would entitle the 
purchaser to the legal State aid, which they 
would receive, and thus be enabled to go 
ahead and bnild the roads, 

Mr. James says that he hoids no Georgia 
bonds—is not interested in them directly or 
indirectly. All assertions that he is now or 
ever has been associated with any ring, money 
clique, or combination, to injure the State or 
his fellow man, are false and slanderous, 
come from whatever quarter they may.
